The fair season nearing close and many person who 
judged livestock looking back over the days spent 
the ring and asking, worth it?” Judging hard 
work. There constant strain upon the whole system. 
The judge knows will criticised regardless which way 
the class placed. Many classes are large and complicated 
and the difference between blue and yellow slight. Con- 
sidering the work from all angles, the judge should shown 
consideration and many rings is. 


Not all rings fair associations look the welfare the 
judge. watching many show rings this year, was inter- 
esting note the different treatment accorded the man 
who held such responsible position. For instance, consider 
the noon hour. one fair, the superintendent livestock 
gathered the judges working that day and with number 
important livestock men, had special lunch. the 
judge was allowed meet new breeders, eat table where 
there was congenial group and relax during the noon hour. 

Contrast that splendid treatment another fair where 
the judge had off himself, find cheap lunch counter 
and look out for his own welfare. attention was given 
his comfort time when needed it. 


another fair, each judge was given chair the ring 
near the clerk’s desk where could rest after each class, 
desired. the other hand there was one that did not 
supply even leaning post. 


Livestock one the main features any fair and 
usually the association very particular try and pick 
judge that will good job. Everything taken care 
the selection the judge, but the hurry the fair his 


actual welfare neglected. Why should not the judge have 
his pie? 


WHEN BULL TOO OLD 


Recently request came the central office visit 
farmer who had few pure bred cows identified and 
bull priced. call was made the farm and after 
identifying the cows, the farmer showed two bulls. One 
the bulls was around twelve months age and the other 
over two years. When asked relative which bull was for 
sale, replied: the old one course. too old, 
all the farmers around here tell get rid him, 
want sell him.”

The younger bull was poor type and rather uncertain 
breeding, while the other was good type, and backed 
some the best breeding. was suggested the farmer 
that the bull was good one, age did not matter. Examples 
were given some the older bulls the breed and what 
wonderful work they are still doing, but avail. The 
younger bull was the one wanted, and the older bull would 
soon too old handle well. 

surprising how many farmers and even breeders have 
this same idea. How would possible have proven 
sires, and receive the benefit from them, they were not 
kept and tried out Many devices and plans 
barn and bull pen construction are available help 
handle the bull when becomes older and somewhat harder 
manage. Exercisers every conceivable type may 
made help keep the bull good shape handle. may 
nothing more than wooden block hung from cross bar 
that can butted during the day. may home-made 
wheel and sweep, where the bull can tied and made 
walk for half hour hour, regular tread-mill at- 
tached fodder cutter and his energy applied useful 
occupation. The management bull ought rarely the 
motive for his disposal. 

number outstanding examples the value aged 
bull are with today Florham Laddie 20431 and Lang- 
water Holliston 28055. The former sixteen years old and 
still active service, while the latter fourteen and serving 
regularly. Florham Laddie 20431 has 115 registered daugh- 
ters, fifty which are the Advanced Register, and 110 
registered sons with thirteen the Advanced Register. 

Langwater Holliston 28055 has twenty-four Advanced 
daughters, and six Advanced Register sons from total 
fifty-one registered. Other bulls could given this same 
class, that are well advanced age and still giving the 
breed valuable sons and daughters. Ladysmith’s Cherub 
30760, another tried sire, had twenty-two Advanced Register 
daughters and seven Advanced Register sons. Still another 
Imp. Itchen May King 25174, with twenty-one Advanced 
Register daughters and fifteen Advanced Register sons. 
None these great sires could have shown their real worth 
they had not been kept for many years after the age two. 

recent state cow testing association letter, was stated 
that only eight sires” could found the state 
Idaho. These bulls were eight and nine years old and val- 
ued $500 better. Through records had been estab- 
lished that practically all the daughters these bulls will 
produce more than their dams. 

Two three years ago before records were available 
the daughters and dams, these bulls were unknown quan- 
tity. The reason that not have more proven sires 
because too many bulls are butchered before the daughters 
freshen and before records are secured them compare 
with those their dams. 

bull can proven till old enough have daugh- 
ters production. you have bull that siring better 
type daughters than their dams, make arrangements 
change him rather than dispose him entirely. Give every 
good bull opportunity become proven sire. that 
way will possible increase production the breed.

Pure Bred Animals Will Replace Animals Lost Mississippi Flood 


ECOGNIZING the value milk connection with 

other foods, trained Red Cross workers supervising the 
feeding hundreds thousands refugees during the 
Mississippi flood utilized this food wherever they could ob- 
tain it. The latter proved considera- 
ble difficulty some areas. 

Efforts were made primarily assure 
that babies and young children received 
proper allowance milk with the 
camp diet, and some camps was the 
practice supplement the rations 
grown refugees with pint milk day. 
Flood conditions caused great scarcity 
milk some the devastated 
country, and this condition was felt 
the refugees, particularly those families 
with small children, after they returned 
their homes. some sections was 
necessary ship considerable quanti- 
ties canned milk supplement the 
emergency rations issued the Red 
Cross, large companies 
generously contributed this supply. 

Thousands cattle perished the 
flood, adding the situation existing 
after the refugees returned 
homes and farms. some cases, where 
family had formerly possessed cow 
and was unable replace their loss 
from their own finances, the Red Cross 
supplied one for them was needed 
part the rehabilitation program. 

During the post-flood period also, the importance not 
alone milk supply but safe milk, was recognized and 
given prominent place the emergency health work under- 
taken the Red Cross conjunction with State and Fed- 
eral health agencies.

Where family 
before the Mississippi disaster was de- 
pendent milk cow for part the 
food supply, perhaps for part 
the family income, and was unable 
replace the lost animal from its own re- 
sources, the Red Cross undertook sup- 
ply the need. The same principle was 
applied all rehabilitation measures. 

The Red Cross fed more that 660,000 
human refugees and more than 200,000 
head livestock the course the 
flood relief, yet this disaster was only 
one seventy-five which occurred 
twenty-five states during the fiscal year which the organ- 
ization furnished relief service. 

While engaged this important service, the numerous 
other activities the organization, designed meet definite 
needs various parts the country, were not neglected. 
With this record unusual accomplishment, the Red Cross 
this fall, from Armistice Day Thanksgiving, November 
24, will conduct its annual Roll Call for new members, 
when every one will asked join.
